During bis recent visit to Wash- 
ington, Frank Oraena, of Carrollton. 
member of the Kentucky Ooneral 
Assembly nnd chairman of the Insur 
ance ComiMiit( of the House, Is said 
to have spent some time ennferriiUT 
Willi Charlev .Veshill. of tills city 
the superintendent of insurance for 
the Diatrlct of Columbia. 

When hia attention waa called to 
this report. CAigresaman Johnaon, 
who made a speech In the House 
here relitivc to the alleged artivl- 
tie; of .Mr. Nesbitt ami tlie so-called 
Insurance Tru-^t In tlie I'islrict ol 
Columbia, .-.lit ii ■■:-!i<i:.^r" Utter to 
State Senator J. R. Zimmerman, at 
Frankfort, and a copy of tba letter 
to Oov.

Rrazillan tobacco Industry Which aK 
interesting and tiniel". 

Tobacco, it is si.ite.l. after cocoa. 
Is the most valuable crop produced 
in the Babta diatrlct. and forms 
aboat >• par aant ot the toUl ex 
porta from that city alone. An Idea 
of Its Impfirtance may be gathered 
from the fact that exports of It 
alone are worth about "..(ieii,000 
per annum, and consist of some 60,- 
000,0(10 pounds of leaf, not count- 
ing the large amount consumed in n 
domeatic way. The total production, 
therefore, Is about the aamo as or 
greater than that of Cuba, and Ba- 
hia leaf is regarded In Kurope a.- 
ranking next after the tobacco from 
tpMt l«Ianil for filler purposes. 

Most ot tlie tobacco produced in 
Brazil Is grown In the eastern part 
of the State of Babla. By tar the 
greatest portion Is exported, but a 
large amount .annually is nianuf:i(- 
tiired for domestic consumption. 
About :!7,(HMi.(.oii (igars and 17,- 
(Kin.iino cigarettes were shipped to 
other parts of Rrazil from the State 
of Bahla during 1915. 

In ordinary yean baton the war 
about 40 per cant of the exports of 
leaf tobacco went to Hamburg, 4o 
per cent to Rretsen and IT iier cent 
ot Argentina, none going to the 
Cnited States. Shipments for tlie 
Fuited States Invoiced at the Bahla 
Consulate from January 1 to Novem- 
ber S4, 1»16, touted S,488,238 
pounds, valued at f4*8,0M. It Is 
believed that most of tills is for tem- 
porary storage, to avoid the ravages 
of the tobacco worms and to await 
advantageous conditions for re-ex- 
port to other countries. 

Before the European war prlcea 
for BrailllaB leaf tobaeee averaged 
around 11c per pound. Since war 
was declared there has been a con- 
siderable Ihictuatlon in tlie average 
price due to varying conditions, and 
at times It has risen somewhat liigh- 
er than 11c and 12c per pound. 

It la eatlmated that the cigar pro-

Money and Rssulta. 
I am aaparatlag it tlom ito moral 
and aesthetic, Ita aentimental side. I 
am talking to you about the propriety 
of expending money for roads as I 
would tulk to a farmer about the 
.siiiiidiiiK of money for land. As I 
uould tulk to the nianut'ucturer of the 
propriety of spending money tor ma- 
cliiiiury. As I would talk to the mine 
o»ner for spending money lar a tip- 
ple, or an option upon so many acres 
of coal land. A great mistake that 
farmers have made is in not making a 
business-like calculation as to the cost 
of productioa, which bears a direct 
relation to the advisability of con- 
BtrucniiK nooii rouds. A short time 
aKo Charles L. Schwab, former presi- 
dent of the United Statea gtael Cor 
uoratloa and now president of the 
Balhlahaa eorporatlon, the most gift- 
ed of aN the great Industrial masters 
of finance, made this startling state- 
ment: ■'Oue third of the cost of tiie 
production of all steel products is tlie 
cause of trausportutioa," and one of 
the secrets of Schwab's phenomenal 
success was that he never calculated 
the cost of anything made of steel 
from a needle to a thousand tons of 
# armor plates, that be did not calculate 
the coat of laying It down F. O. B. 
to the consignee. The ftrnier does 
not calculate, lie calculates the cost 
of ilu- ijroductiou in a rougli way, by 
tikliiA^ cost uf the land, taxes, labor, 
'and iOi>ls When be calculated wbat 
it cost hloi to get in flfty buahels of 
wheat on htis'Sragon or a thousand 
^uahala of com in bis bin completes 
hbTealculatiOO. But he has not estl- 
a^tad the oeet of that article to its 
entirety, for no man comes to his bin 
(or t'oru ur to the thresher for bis 
.rain. Until he has calculated the 
cost of traneportatloa he hae not mada
